POLICEMAN KILLS PARTNER 
FIGHTING BURGLAR IN DARK 


Pistol Fired Accidentally in Strug- 
gle; When Lights Are Turned 
on, Officer is Found Dead.

NEW YORK, June 3.—One po- 
liceman killed another When both 
were fighting a burglar in a dark 
Brooklyn candy store early today. 

The burglar with a hunting knife 
was cornered with his back to a 
telephone booth. Patrolman John 
Deaver, 37 years old, pistol in hand 
closed in. 

Tul get him from behind!“ 
shouted Deaver’s partner and long - 
time friend, Patrolman James D. 
Fisher, 53. 

Both officers lunged. The bur- 
glar’s knife slashed across Deaver’s 
hand holding the pistol; the pistol 
exploded. Deaver heard a groan. 
He overpowered the man, hand- 
cuffed him and turned on the store 
lights. 

On the floor, with a bullet hole 
in his right temple, lay Deaver’s 
veteran partner—kitied by the in- 
voluntary firing of Deaver’s revol- 
ver. Fisher was to have retired 


this summer. He planned to live in 


Florida. 

The captive was booked at the 
police station on charges of Ma- 
licious mischief, burglary, felonious 
assault and carrying burglar tools. 

Deaver was officially exonerated 


of the shooting. 


KENTUCKY'S LAST HANGING 


Negro Sings “Steal Away to Jesus,” 
on Gallows, Confesses Attack.

COVINGTON, Ky., June 3.—Har- 
old Vanvenison, 33-year-old Negro 
of Aiken, S. C., a former radio and 
night club entertainer, was hanged 
in the courtyard of Covington’s 
City-County Building at 5:38 a. m. 
today for criminal attack on a 
young Covington white woman. To 
the accompaniment of an accor 
dion played by a Salvation Army 
Worker, Vanvenison sang “Steal 
Away to Jesus,” as he mounted the 
gaflows, then confessed his crime. 
It was the last legal hanging. Death 
in the electric chair was ordered 
substituted early this year.

WASHINGTON, June 3.—Under- 


secretary of State Sumner Welles, 


after a conference with President 
Roosevelt, issued a statement to- 
day on the bombing of civilians in 
China and Spain. The statement 
said the United States Government 


viewed such bombings with “em- 
phatic reprobation.” 

The text of the statement: 

“The Government of the United 
States has on numerous occasions 
expressed its belief that the out- 
break of serious hostilities any- 
where in the world might in one 
way or another affect the interests 
of this country. Both in the Far 
East and in Europe there have been 
going on hostilities every aspect of 
which the American people and this 
Government have deplored. 
When the methods used in the 
conduct of these hostilities take the 
form of ruthless bombing of unfor- 
tified localities with the resultant 
slaughter. of civilian populations 
and in particular of women and 
children, public opinion in the Unit- 
ed States regards such methods as 
barbarous. 

“Several times during the ‘past 
year, especially on Sept. 28, 1937, 
and on March 1, 1938, the Secre- 
tary of State has expressed the 
views of this country to the effect 
that any general bombing of an 
extensive area wherein there re- 
sided a large population engaged in 
peaceful pursuits is contrary to 
every principle of law and of hu- 
manity. 

“During the past few days there 
have taken place in China and in 
Spain aerial bombings which have 
resulted in the death of many hun- 


emphatic reprobation of such — 


ods and of such acts—which are in 
violation of the most elementary 
principles of those standards of hu- 
mane conduct which have been de- 
veloped as an essential part of mod- 
ern civilization.“ 

Welles said today’s statement was 
not taken in conjunction with 
Great Britain and was not being 
communicated diplomatically to 
Gen. Francisco Franco or the Jap- 
anese Government, 


Britain Protests Against Air Raids 
in China and Spain. 
By the Associated Press. ; 
LONDON, June 3.—Prime Min- 


ister Neville Chamberlain an- 
nounced new protests today against 


air bombings in both China and 
Spain and ran intq an opposition 
demand in the House of Commons 
that Britain do something besides 
“hold up its hands in horror.” 

Chamberlain said the British 
agent at Burgos, Spain, had been 
instructed to express to insurgent 
Generalissimo Francisco Franco 
the British Government's “horror” 
at the loss of civilian lives in the 
bombardment of Granollers and 
other Spanish Government towns. 

France has been asked to take 
similar action. 

The British Ambassador in Tokio 
has been instructed, Chamberlain 
said, to protest urgently against 
“indiscriminate bombings” at Can- 
ton, China, in which the Premier 
said 450 persons were killed and 
1000 wounded. 

Chamberlain turned aside sug- 
gestions that the British Navy do 
something to halt Spanish bomb- 
ings, or that European Powers or 
signatories of the nine-Power pact 
in which it was agreed to. respect 
the territorial integrity ef China act 
in the case of the bombings of 
Chinese cities, 

„ When Geoffrey Mander, opposi- 
tion Liberal, asked if the British 
“propose to do anything at all apart 
from holding up their hands in hor- 
ror,” the Premier replied: “If we 
could hold up the hands of other 
peoples we certainly would do so.” 

R. A. Butler, parliamentary Un- 
desecretary for Foreign Affairs, 
told the Commons that Britain was 
considering inviting other Govern- 
ments to join it in establishing a 
commission to investigate bombings 
of civilians in Spain. 

At Morecampe, the Natio 
Committee of the Amalgama 
Engineering Union, critical of 
Chamberlain's foreign policy, set 
up a fund to supply trucks to the 
Spanish Government. It asked 
each union member to give one 
shilling (25 cents) a month toward 
a projected fund of £650,000 ($250,- 
000).

MONEY IN VICTIM’S 
WALLET UNTOUCHED 


Police Say Robbery Was 
Motive—Father Charles 
Einig Had Served Con- 
gregations in St. Louis. 


Mo., June 3.—The 
Rev. Charles E. Einig, 65-year-old 
Catholic priest, was miurdered at 
9:30 o’clock last night when two 
masked men broke into his home 
next to his parish church and at- 
tacked him and his housekeeper, 
Miss Marta Rice, 32. Miss Rice 
suffered a lacerated scalp when 
struck with a pistol. 

Father Einig and the house- 
keeper just had returned from a 
ride into the country. The priest 
parked his motor car in the yard, 
walked into the house and sat in 
a chair near the front door. The 
housekeeper also was in the front 
room. . : 

Two armed men opened the door 
and rushed into the room. Father 
Einig grappled with one of them. 
Miss Rice struggled with 720 other.

“I heard a shot,” Miss Rice said. 
“The man I was struggling with 
struck me on the head and.ran out 
the door. I found Father Einig's 
body slumped against the house.” 

He was shot an anch above the 
heart and died immediately. 

Dr. Pinson Neal, pathology pro- 
fessor at the University of Mis- 
souri, performed an autopsy this 
morning. 


Says Motive Was Robbery. 
Col. Marvin Casteel, State High- 
way Patrol Chief, said the two men 
apparently were bent on robbery. 
The theory of robbery was at first 
discounted, as the priest’s billfold, 
containing $10, was still in his 
pocket. His parish, which consists 


of Centralia and Sturgeon, a village 


10 miles west of here, has a congre- 
gation of only 75 members, It is 
supported by the St. Louis diocese. 
Miss Rice, who was a student at 
the University of Missouri for one 
summer session, was suffering from 
shock and could not describe the 
assailants,- She said, however, that 
one appeared to be a Negro. The 
one who killed the priest was a 
white man. 

Mr. and Mrs. Claude Bursom, who 
live two doors from the priest's 
home, heard the shot fired and ran 
out on the front porch. 

“Two men ran to a motor car 
parked at the curb,” Bursom said. 
One of them saw us and fired a 
shot at us. We ran back into the 
house. When we returned the car 
Was gone.” 

Cap the Only Clew. 

J. W. King, a Centralia policeman 
who lives across the street, slept 
through the disturbance. His wife 
heard the fighting and awakened 
him. 

Col. Casteel, head of the Missouri 
State Highway Patrol, arrived an 
hour after the murder with 10 State 
patrolmen and took charge of the 
investigation. Casteel said the only 
clew was a cap found near the 
house,

CITES BENEFITS OF 
RECIPROCAL PACTS 


He Talks at Chamber of 


Commerce Luncheon Aft-

His Honor. 


Secretary of War Harry H. Wood- 
ring, after reviewing a military pa- 
rade in his honor on Memorial 
Plaza today, spoke at a Chamber 
of Commerce luncheon at Hotel 
Jefferson of the “economic arma- 
ments” with which, he said, the 
world must combat “the battered 
tin god of excessive a N 
tionalism.” 

He referred to efforts to increase 
world trade, particularly to the 
reciprocal tariff agreements which 
the State Department has been ne- 
gotiating with other nations. 
Through these “economic arma- 
ments,” he said, the United States 
should be able to reduce its de- 


pendence on constantly increasing 
armies and navies. 

Secretary Woodring flew. to St. 
Louis last night, accompanied. by 
Senator Bennett C. Clark, for a 
three-day visit. He came to attend 
tonight’s opening performance of 
the twentieth 3 season of 
the Municipal Opera in Forest 
Park. 

More than 500 attended the lunch- 
eon. Brief talks were made by 
Senator Clark, Gov. Lloyd C. Stark 
and Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann. 

Trade Restraints and Trouble. 

The expanding markets and ris- 
ing standards of living which pre- 
vailed before the World War were 
attributed by Secretary Woodring 
to the unrestricted growth of world 
trade. The bellicose spirit existing 
in Europe and Asia, and the threat 
to peace and democracy which now 
troubles the world, he ascribed to 
international trade restraints en- 
gendered by the bitterness of the 
World War. 

Giving a local application to his 
statements concerning the recipro- 
cal trade agreements, Secretary 
Woodring said St. Louisans were 
interested in the latest agreement, 
negotiated with Czechoslovakia, be- 
cause of this city’s status as a lead- 
ing shoe manufacturing center. 
One of Czechoslovakia’s principal 
exports is a cheap shoe. 

Foreign countries account for 1 
per cent of our total production of 
shoes,” Secretary Woodring said. 
“In reducing the tariff on one style 
of shoes, it was stipulated that the 
tariff might again be revised when 
importations equal 1% per cent of 
our total output. Thus imports are 
definitely limited. 

Tariff Benefits to U. 8. 


“Czechoslovakia granted tariff 
benefits to 75 ‘per cent of her im- 
ports from the United States, 
which should increase our sales of 
apples, prunes, automobiles and 
other products. The producers of 
these commodities, and their em- 
ployes, will, consequently, have 
more money to spend, and some of 
their purchases are going to be 
more shoes.” 

The secretary touched briefly on 
wage standards in the South, cur- 
rently a controversial issue in 
Congress through efforts to include 
a differentia] in the wages and 
hours bill permitting lower mini- 
mum wages in the South. The real 
reason for lower wages in that 
section of the country, he said, is 
that 50 per cent of Southern labor 
is engaged in cotton production. 
The cotton producers are compet- 
ing, he said, with the “lowest-paid 
labor in the world,” as normally 
half of the South's cotton crop is 


No Protection to South. 

„Since Southern industry recruits 
most of ite laborers from the sur- 
rounding cotton farms,” he said, 
“it should be clear that the tariff 
gives no protection to Southern. 
wages. Actually it is a severe 
depressant. It adds to the cost 
of the products the farmer and 
laborer must buy, while at the 
same time it severely curtails the 
foreign demand for American cot-

SWIFT & CO, ORDERED TO STOP 
‘DISCRIMINATORY PRACTICES’ 


Secretary Wallace Rules It Gave 
Some Customers Discounts and 
Credits Denied Others. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 3. — Secre- 


tary of Agriculture Wallace today 
ordered Swift & Co., Chicago pack- 
ing concern, to cease using alleged 
discriminatory practices on prices 
and credit in the sale of its prod- 
ucts. 

The order follows hearings on a 
complaint that the company had 
employed “unfair, unjustly discrim- 
matory and deceptive practices” in 
selling its products in New England 
states, New York, New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania. 

The action was taken under au- 
thority of the Packers’ and Stock- 
yards Act, which gives the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture power to su- 
pervise interstate commerce activi- 
ties of packing concerns and live- 
stock markets. 

The Secretary’s order cited three 
instances of alleged violation of the 
act. 

One charged that on and between 
Jan. 1, 1980, and Jan. 16, 1937, the 
company extended credit to certain 
of its customers from 30 to 90 days, 
while during the same period and 
in similar circumstances it had lim- 
ited credit to other customers from 
five to seven days. 

Another charged that during the 
same period the company gave some 
customers discounts, but refused 
the same discount to others in sub- 
stantially similar circumstances.

DEATH ‘SENTENCE COMMUTED 
IN DRUKMAN MURDER CASE 


Gov. Lehman Points to Split in 
Appeals Court Over F. J. 
Hull’s Guilt,

Lehman commuted to life impris- 
onment last night the sentence of 
Fred J. Hull, a few hours before 
his scheduled electrocution in Sing 
Sing prison for the murder. of 
Samuel Drukman.

Fewer Searchers in Field. 

Searching parties took the field 
in smaller numbers than those that 
have the bush intensively for 
the last two days. The area of 
their hunt was broadened, some 
going as far north as South Miami 
and the Everglades. along the 
Tamiami Trail, main highway to 
the West Coast. A group of 150 
went into the Cape Sable area, 
southern tip of the mainland. Still 
others hunted along the coast to 
Card Sound, where a long wooden 
bridge takes the main highway to 
the first of the little islands that 
string out southward to Key West. 

Working from boats, divers ex- 
plored the bottom of the sound. 
From other boats searchers hunted 
through the mangrove swamps and 
stony beaches along the shores. 


Many Questioned. 

Federal Bureau of Investigation 
agents questioned a growing num- 
ber of persons, but indications they 
had uncovered any likely leads 
were lacking. 

If the boy still lived, 2000 citizens 
who formed searching parties were 
determined to return him to his 
parents. 

The searchers today pressed far- 
ther into the Everglades, described 
by Hoover as “one of the toughest 
handicaps the bureau has encoun- 
tered in kidnaping investigations.” 

Saw grass, almost.as high as a 
man’s head, covers a large part of 
the area being searched, and there 
are occasional thickets, but few 
streams. Trails are rare and most 
of the volunteers go armed as pro- 
tection against snakes and wild ani- 
mals. 

Divers searched water-filled quar- 
ries close to Princeton, while 65 
craft of various. kinds penetrated 
canals and cruised along the shore 
of Biscayne Bay, and around off- 
shore keys. 

The volunteer searchers worked 
only by day, night hunts being ve- 
toed by the authorities because of 
dangers of the snake-infested coun-

the sale of all fireworks, including 
small firecrackers and sparklers. 
The other measure, Board Bill No.

What this table means is that the differences with- 
in the court, until recently sharply defined by occa- 
sional §-to-4 divisions in important cases, have been 
to a large extent composed. There are now two ex- 
tremes, but the two extremes together account for 
only three Justices—on the right, Justices McRey- 
nolds and Butler, all who remain of the one-time ma- 
jority, and on the left, Justice Black, who has ex- 
hibited impatience with traditional methods and has 
used dissenting opinions to express his unconvention- 
al, not to say bold, beliefs about law and economics 
and the relation of the Supreme Court to both. 

Between these two extremes is a closely harmon- 
ized majority of six members whose dissents taken 
together total only 17—11 fewer than those turned 
in by Justice McReynolds alone. Indeed, as the table 
shows, the decisions since last October have been 
such that Chief Justice Hughes has not found a sin- 
gle occasion on which to dissent. Inasmuch as he 
has dissented in earlier terms in notable instances, 
among them in the New York minimum wage and 
Railroad Retirement Act cases, this record of the 
head of the court is eloquent testimony to the fair- 
ness and soundness of the work of the court in its 
1937 term. ad 

The important business of the term has been 
transacted so recently that an extended review is un- 
necessary. There were no cases of the headline im- 
portance of those involving; say, the N R A and 
the Wagner Act, and yet among the 180 cases in 
which decisions were written are rulings certain to 
have a far-reaching influence on the course of Amer- 
ican law and the practice of government. Outstand-

Instead, at the outset, the unhesitating an- 
nouncement of the real issue: “The question for de- 
cision is whether the oft-challenged doctrine of Swift 
vs. Tyson (1842) shall now be disapproved.” The 
answer, it will be recalled, was “Yes,” and as a re- 
sult the Supreme Court has accorded the states the 
right to establish local law as contralling in their 
own courts and in Federal courts exercising juris- 


Erie decision the Supreme Court repudiated almost 
a century of its precedents. 

This willingness to review its own work was not 
confined to matters of procedure. In a series of de- 
cisions greatly extending the area of taxable income, 
the court appeared virtually to invite Congress to 
present a “simple statute” providing for the recip- 
rocal taxing by the state and Federal governments 
of incomes heretofore tax-exempt.

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HOW MUCH LONGER? 

How much longer can the country temporize with 
the problem of the railroads? It has just been re- 
ported by the Association of American Railroads that 
Class I operating income declined from $48,000,000 
in April, 1937, to $9,000,000 in April of this year. The 
comparable figure for April, 1930, following the stock 
market crash of the autumn before, is $60,000,000. 
From $60,000,000 to $9,000,000 in eight years! And 
the decline is, with some interruptions, progressive. 

In the same period, palliatives have been used in 
the form of rate increases and R F C loans, and now 
it is suggested by the railroads that they institute 
a wage cut. But palliatives only forestall the day 
when the nation will have to face the problem coura- 
geously and work out a lasting solution. Meanwhile, 
one road after the other topples off into bankruptcy, 
until a third of the nation’s mileage is involved. 

Basically, what has happened is a transportation 
revolution. The internal combustion engine, motive 
power of truck, bus, airplane and privaté automobile, 
has cut deeply into the railroads’ one-time monopoly 
of long-distance transportation. This has been going 
on for 20 years, yet no major move has been made to 
fit the railroads into the new scheme of things.

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PROGRESS OF THE “PURGE.” 

Old-age pension checks have been mailed this 
month to 72,442 persons, or 48 more than re- 
ceived them in May. There is supposed to be a 
purge in progress, by which “cheaters” and “chis- 
elers” are to be removed from the rolls, This purge 
was ordered by Gov. Stark and has been going on 


So, after a half-year of purging, there are only 
3928 fewer persons on the rolls than when the purge 
began.

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Has Japan Lost the War 


Japanese not only are failing in current effort to extend power in China, but may 
ultimately have to surrender even Korea and Formosa, says writer; Chinese take 
casualties calmly, confident that invader will finally be exhausted; they lock for- 
ward to dictating a peace whieh will avoid mistakes of Allied Powers at Versailles,

ESTERN observers in China are say- 

ing that, whether Japan knows it or 
not, she has lost the war with China. 

By this summer the war will be a year 

old, and Japan is further from victory every 


day. China is immeasurably stronger now 


than ever, and more determined than ever 
to fight to the end that there will be not 
a single Japanese soldier on Chinese soil. 
China is preparing for a long le if 
necessary. She has munitions enough for 
two more years, and her finances are good 
for as long. ; 

At first the Chinese were frightened; 
they knew they were not prepared, as the 
modern world counts preparation, for war, 
with a modern military force such as Japan 


had. And before Japan's first onslaught, the 
/ Chinese fell back in overwhelming defeat. 


Then something happened. In the first 
place, the Chinese, after desperately trying 
to get help from abroad with no success, re- 
alized the situation and accepted it. If one 
had to choose a single Chinese trait as the 
sou of strength, it is this: the ability 
of the Chinese to adapt themselves to a sit- 
uation. They looked around to see what 


was really happening and just how bad it 


was. . b 

In the first place, people could escape 
bombs fairly well by digging dugouts. Whole 
towns made dugouts and went into them. 
Buildings were destroyed, but the Chinese 
have never: put much stock in buildings. 
The home of the average citizen can be put 
up almost overnight. Any building, they 
consider, can be replaced; an@ the Chinese, 
not being in the least a sentimental race, do 
not greatly value one building over another. 
The essential thing is the land, and that 
the Japanese cannot destroy. They cannot 
even hold it in any large quantity. Stretched 
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only about half of China's territory. Even 


bombing planes cannot get to the great in- 
ner provinces which stretch in acres of fer- 
tility over an area large enough for another 
continent, 

There millions of Chinese have lived a 
life apart from the modern world, a medie- 
val life, continuing unchanged from centu- 
ries long gone. The modern educated Chi- 
nese has not penetrated to that inner coun- 


He did not need to, for there were jobs 
and better salaries in the more or less 
modernized. coastal provinces. He liked his 
comforts, cars, radios and moving pictures, 
instead of sedan chairs, old-fashioned tea- 
houses and village theatricals. 

But now there is a vast movement inland, 
where Japanese armies cannot march and 
bombing planes cannot fly. Government is 
moving inland; universities are building 
plants far in the heart of such provinces as 
Szechuan and Yunan; factories from the 
great industrial cities of the Yangtze River 
are moving their machinery inland, And the 
people of those provinces are thus coming 
into their first contact with modern times. 
China is becoming really modernized, in 
short. Motor roads are being built with in- 
credible speed, and railways as well. 
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The Chinese are, of course, too intelligent 
and sophisticated a people to believe that 


there is ever so simple an end-to a war as 
victory for one side and defeat for the 
other. They know that any war ends in 
compromise. But they are determined that 
in this compromise Japan shall completely 
withdraw from Chinese soil. 

They are already planning how that can 
be done without making Japan suffer too 
muca loss of face. The Chinese will not 
make the mistake in the final treaty with 
Japan which the Allied Powers made in the 
Treaty of Versailles, when Germany was so 
humiliated that she had no choice but to 
recover herself by any means she could. 
China is too clever for that. 

She will fight doggedly on until Japan 
is desperate for peace, and then urbanely 
she will dictate the terms—not exorbitant 
terms, but terms which will leave Japan 
grateful rather than resentful. And just to 
show that she bears no ill-will to Japan for 
all that has happened, China will further 
save Japan’s face. That Japan may not feel 
humiliated by having to withdraw alone, 
China will invite all foreign troops to with- 
draw. That is, the American, English and 
French troops, so long maintained on Chi- 
nese soil, will be asked to depart with the 
Japanese armies. 

China’s after-war program calls for the 
liberation of Korea and Formosa, and it 
may be that in her post-war exhaustion, 


Japan will lose even these territories. If so,

Explaining that he was forced 20 
conform to the ruling of the State 
Supreme Court of May 21 that bal- 
lots must de destroyed one year 
after an election, Judge Murphy de- 
clined to issue a subpena duces 
tecum for the ballots cast in the 
Fifteenth Precinct of the Fourth 


Ward. : 

The six election officials of that 
precinct in the 1936 primary were 
scheduled to go to trial Monday on 
charges of making false returns in 
the primary and in the election of 
party committee members, which 
was held at the same time. 

They were members of a group 
of 68 indicted for fraud in the 1936 
primary. There have heen no con- 
victions except that of John W. 
(Pat) Dunlavy, formerly chief in- 
spector of the city’s drivers’ license 
bureau, which was set aside by 
Judge Frank C. O'Malley. A new 


— 


trial was granted by Judge O Mal- 


Opinion of Judges. 

After Judge Murphy had made 
his ruling, the Circuit Attorney re- 
marked that he wanted to preserve 
his right to make the same applica- 
tion in the courts of Judges Michael 
J. Scott and William B. Flynn, 
where other 1936 primary fraud 
cases are pending. 

Judge Murphy replied that he 


had conferred with his colleagues 


on the question of subpenaing the 
ballots and they were of the same 
opinion as he, namely, that, under 
the Supreme Court ruling, the bal- 
lots technically ceased to exist one 
| year after the election and hence 
could not be brought into court for 
evidence. 

The Circuit Attorney also told 
the Court that he wanted to pre- 
serve the right to appeal to the 
Supreme Court from the decision 
refusing the subpena. Later, he 
declined to tell reporters whether 
he had decided to appeal, but after 
leaving Judge Murphy's court he 
immediately filed applications for 
subpenas duces tecum in the 
courts of Judges Scott and Flynn. 

Rulings Indicated. 

After the applications had been 
filed, John L. Sullivan, special pros- 
ecutor in the election fraud cases, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
Judges Flynn and Scott said they 
would rule on them within a few 
days and that their ruling would 
be the same as that made today by 
Judge Murphy. 

Judge Murphy’s ruling was made 
at the conclusion of arguments by 
Circuit Attorney Miller: and Sig- 
mund M. Bass, representing the de- 
fense; The application was for sub- 
pena duces tecum for all the rec- 
ords of the precinct, and Judge 
Murphy’s ruling was that everything 
could be brought to court except 


the ballots. 
“Legally Non-Existent.“ 

In announcing his ruling, Judge 
Murphy pointed out that the Su- 
preme Court had ruled unequivocal.’ 
ly that ballots must be destroyed 
after one year, and that when 12 
months have elapsed after an elec- 
tion the ballots of that election are 
“legally non-existent.”

FOR THE KIDNEYS, we have several functional tests. The best 
way to test an organ is to give it a full dose of what it ordinarily does. 
We can feed a man a load of the substances the kidneys ordinarily 
excretes and see whether it can concentrate them. Then there are 
tests with dyes to determine how much of the dye the kidney excretes. 
Besides that, if the kidney is not working, the chemicals it ordinarily 
casts off from the body will accumulate in the blood. Our knowledge 
of chemistry is so far advanced that we can determine the amount 
of these substances in the blood with great exactness. 

Tt ie too bed that there is no good functional test for the heart. 
The best method is to go through more or less severe exertion, such 
as going up a flight of stairs, or running a hundred yards. To test 
the heart, the pulse and blood pressure are taken before and after 
this exertion. But there is no definite standard, however, for the 
changes that should occur. There is too much individual variation. 

It is a good thing that all these vital organs have a wide range 
of compensation. It is said that two-thirds of the liver can be de- 
stroyed, but what is left does all the work of the body. We probably 
do not use more than half of either kidney at any one time.
